PREMIER TODOROV IN NAME OF STATE COUNCIL, GOB, AND BULGARIAN 
PEOPLE. TELEGRAMS HAILED "HISTORIC DEFEAT OE PUPPET 

SAIGON REGIME AND ITS INSPIRERS". AETER EMPHASIZING 
SUPPORT GIVEN BY SOCIALIST COUNTRIES LED BY SOVIET UNION, 
TELEGRAMS PROMISED CONTINUING BULGARIAN ASSISTANCE TO 
VIETNAMESE PEOPLE.
